REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to read and write access of a single-port memory device. The 
independent claims 1 and 10 recite a method and an apparatus for performing access 
to a single-port memory device having a first path for processing a first access-signal 
(WEN) of high priority at a first clock rate, a second path for processing a second 
access-signal (REBL) of low priority at a second clock rate, wherein the first clock rate 
exceeds the second clock rate, a control-assembly for providing direct access to the 
memory device for the first access-signal (WEN) of high priority, a delay-assembly for 
properly delaying (to, t1 , t2, t3) the first access-signal (WEN) of high priority adapted to 
generate an access-timing according to the demands of the memory device. The 
PRIOR ART fails to disclose or suggest such a method and an apparatus for performing 
access to a single-port memory device using two clock rate for two kind of access 
operation with different priority. Therefore, claims 1-19 are in condition for allowance.
